"treacherous order", i.e., an order for a unit of another power. This 

order is followed in lieu of the original order it received (suppose the 
commanding general has passed over to the enemy) . The Gameswaster does not 
reveal which are the treacherous orders nor where they came from. In case a ur 
receives two or more different treacherous orders from Dther 
powers, these orders are not followed and the "legal" order remains 
unaffected.
